At the end of 
his term, if he is a skilled workman, he 
can either secure first-class wages ($18 
per week), or open a laundry of his own. 
The latter is.his usual course. He may 
see, for example, a laundry for sale for 
$600, whose looks and location he likes, 
and he himeelf has but 850 to his name. 
He goes to Mott street and there on the 
bulletin boards puts up a notice calling 
for a “ whev,” or syndicate of twelve 
men with $50 each to meet him at a 
certain time and place. The meeting is

From 1969 to 1865 the manufacture and 
trate in cotton racks had most wholly 
dried up, and this firm, seeing clearly that 
its business was fraying down to more than 
a ragged edge, commenced a series of ex- 
periments in several paper mills, to pro- 
duce a power of the requis'te toughness 
and tensile strength to bear the abrasion 
and strain incident to the transpor ation 
of flour. The paper grecery bag was 
then just coming into use, but the paper 
of which it was. and is still made, is go 
tender and fragile that i would have been 
useless for anything except the lightest 
haa and for the shortest transporta- 

on. 

Every known and available fibre was 
tested. Australian and Spanish grarses, 
Caradian wild rice straw, Ker tucky 
hemp, Northern flax, Hindu jate, manilla 
linen waste, and many other:, 

No material gave such strength as the 
manilla used in the manufacture of rope 
and cordage, This material however, 
was go obdurate and kinking that the firet 
sheets of paper made from it would roll 
themselves up as anug as a watch. spring, 
and it was only after months of chemical 
persuasion and mechanical castigation, 
that this contrariness was overcome. 
This paper was found to have a surprising 
tensile strength. for an inch ribbon of it 
sustained a weight of one hundred and 
twenty pounds. Some of the bag paper 
now made is strong enough to hold 
toward two hundred pounds on an inch 
ribbon. The same size strip of cotton 
cloth gives way at twenty-eight pounds, 

Manilla, however, was found too costly, 
being worth in those days sixteen cents 
per pound in gold, with gold at 210, and 
it required two pounds of the fibre, ex- 
olusive of the chemicals, to make a pound 
of paper. Manilla could not be cheapen- 
ed, for, though the labor employed in 
getting the fibre was excessively cheap, 
the distance of the transportation from 
the Philippine Islands could not be 
shortened, and the material was too ex- 


pensive for an ecomical paper material. 


It was not long, however, before it was 
found that old manilla rope, that had 
been used in rigging on water craft, had 
all the requisite strength, and was cheap 
enough, while a large vart of the sticki- 
ness of the new fibre was worked out of it 
by the usage. So the old rope, that 
paper-makers had hitherto considered a, 
nuisance, and thrown away, was utilized 
for the new paper flour sack. 
This manilla stock is made into the de- 
sired paper by a peculiar process of felt- 
ing. The rope is cut into lengths of three 
or four inches, and beaten out while dry 


into a mas that looks like the hair of a 


mattress ; it is then boiled in limewater, 
beaten for hours in great pounders, whose 
iron ribs comb ont the fibres without 
mashing them, and then, by one step 


after another, it is catried no den in| 


water to the face of revolving wires. 
where it is tucked up against their moving 
faces, all woven, tangled and interlaced, 
and 80 passes upon a continuous mov- 
ing belt of flar nel, where another soppy, 
wet sheet, made in the ume way, joins 
it, and the two, now beginning to unite, 
are passed under ard over a long double 
row of'steam calenders, which eqeeze out 
the water, dry and pack tho fibres tightly 
together, till at last the hairy-lookingpulp 
that surged out at one end of the ma- 
chine like a foamy sea, is rolled up at the 
other end in big drums of paper weighing 
four hundred an‘ fifty pounds to the roll.

A Water Pipe Shock. 


A singular occutrence, which is stated 
to have recently taken place at Ithaca, 
N. T., illustrates the dangers attendant 
upon the universal introduction of elec- 
tricity. Asa lady was turning on the 
water from the faucet over the sink in 
her kitchen, using her right hand, her 
left being, in contact with the iron lining 
of the sink, she, was suddenly prostrated. 
by a severe shock. Her impression was 
that she had been stricken with paralysis 
or apoplexy, but a physician who was 
aummoned found that the inside of the 
thumb of the left hand had been blistered 
in several places. This led him to be- 
lieve that she had received a strong eleo- 
tric shock from some source. A few 
minutes subsequently the lady's daugh- 
ter, in drawing water from the same 
faucet, was similarly affected, though not 
so severely, The family then became 
convinced that the trouble existed in the 
water pipe and sink, The manager of the 
Telephone Exchange, after a brief exami- 
nation of the premises, found the secret 
of the trouble. Tho residence was con- 
nected with the Ithaca Hotel by a dead 
private telegraph wire. This wire had 

en crossed with the electric light wire. 
The ‘‘dead” wire was connected with the 


metallic roof on the dwelling house, 


which in turn was connected by a tin 
water conductor with ‘the water pipe 
leading to the sink. When the dynamo 
machine of the electric light company was 
in operation, the current passed over the 
“dead” wire to the tin roof, and thence 
to tho nter. pipe. - It needed only the 
completion of the cirouit by some person 
drawing water.

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THE BARLEY AND RYE NAAQKETS. 


1 — — 

„Wim the adoption of the Seott Act lewe> 
the price of barley and tye !“ Let us set. 
The price of any commodity is fixed in the 
markets by the heavy buyers —that ia, by the 
large, general denfand, and vot by the lighter 
buyers, or limited special demand. Canadian 
whiskey ia mute of corn, imported from the 
United Staten. Almost «li therye sold by 
Canalian farmers in exported to Germary, 
where it ix made into bread. The demand 
for rye, as food, fixes its price. The amount 
of liquor fank in Canm la has nothing to do 
with the price of rye. And now what of the 
barley market Canafla put on the market 
in 1888, 11,140,737 hushels of barley. Of 
this the brewers took only 1,003,904 bushels. 
What became of the temaining 10,156,833 
bushels?) The foreign market absorbed it all. 
Our brewers, then, bought less tlian one 
eleventh of the farmers’ barley last year. 
Now, any one can see that the heavy buyera, 
the exporters, fix the price of harles Every 
farmera knows that its price ia Belleville, 
‘Trenton, Napance, Pictou, cte,, depends pon 
ite price in Oxwego Why? Simply ttecanse 
the greater part of it is sold there. Again, 
our brewers use dark colored barley, heing 
more patticuiar about the weight and con 
dition than about the colour. Almost the 
whole of our bright barley ia exported to the 
United Stutes, and the demand there fixen itn 

rica here. The ccnsumption of liquor here 
bas nothing todo with the price of barley. 
But, says one, the prohibition movement ix 
gaining strength in the United States. As it 
spreads the consumption of beer, etc., wi 
decrease and, consequently, the price of bar 
ley will be lowered. W er the conaump- 
tion of liquor in Canada increases orfdecreases; 
whether Canada becomes a scted land or not, 
the price of our barley will depend upon the 
demand for it in the United States. Every 
farmer understands that the adoption of the 
Scott Act can have no national influence on 
the barley market. 

We have, we think, conclusively, answered 
the question which prompted this article. 
We have written, however, withont pleasure, 
with reluctance. We do not, because we 
cannot, believe that even a considerable min- 
ority of our tarmers will, for fear of losing a 
few cents a “bushel on their harley, vote 
agnints the closing up of the frrogshopa, o 
even abstain from voting for the Scott Act. 
To any the contrary is to cast a foul slander 
on Canadian farmers. The result of the oon - 
test in Huron, Bruce, Norfolk, Dnfferin, 
Simcoe, (with its 35 newly settled townships) 
Halton, Renfrew. (with its populatidn of 
farmer, farmer-lumbermen, and lumbeimen), 
Glengarry, Stormont and Dundas, has proved 
that the farmers have not voted against the 
Seott Act. 7 

The intelligent yeomen of Ontario know 
that to the liquor traffic they owe nothing. 
and that, by its death, they lose nothing, but 
gain mach even in money. But, if it could 
he proved, which it cannot, that the carrying 
of the Scott Act would effect, prejudicially, 
the price of grain, the farmers would not, we 
believe, hesitate. Sava one of themselves, 
Mr. J. C. Snell, in the Brampton Times :— 

„We farmers believe that we have sonls as 
well as bodies, and hearts as well as pockets, 
and that with us as with others, “Tt is not 
all of life todive, nor death to die.“ We 
believe we re better than “dumb, driven 
enttle, whose highest ambition is a warm 
stall and a well: filled manger, and hence, we 
sometimes rise above the muck-worm, and 
think of things higher than dollars and cents. 
We have sons, we have danghters, we have 
hrothera, we have neighbors. What do the 
liquor sellera take us ſor, when they got u 
the barley marxet against our families, an 
tell us that for sa many cents a bnshel we 
should be willing to sell our children and 
our friends to nx drunkards grave and a drunk- 
ard's hell! I have tried to speak kindly and 
temperatély when discussing this question, 
but my blood boils when hitelings appeal to 
the lowest passions of our natures, and ask 
us to ect the love ol money against the dear- 
ext, holiest feelings of the human heart—the 
love of our families, the love of our neighbors, 
the love of God himself. I have no quatrel 
with those who op the Scott Act hetanse 
they conscientiously believe the princiynl of 
prohibition to be wrong. or even those who 
(in spite of Gooderham's $10,000 subscription 
to the Anti Scott fund) believe the Act does 
not docrease the consumption of liquor, but I 
do say most deliberately that the farmer or 
merchant, or politician who believes that the 
adoption of the Act in this county will save 

ue of his own or of his neighbor's children, 

m the rain of soul and body, and yet for 
the sake ‘of the barley market, or of the hotel- 
keepers’ ‘custom, or of popularity,“ cast 
his vote against it, should speak tenderly of 
Judas, who sold his master for thirty pieces 
of silver, ‘‘for he who loveth not his brother 
whom he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen?”
